Flexible Agency 


The proposed board would be a 


flexible agency, adaptable to 
any 
Industrial disputa. This flexibility 
would be achieved by making the 
president a pe/manent member of 
a three-man b >ard, with the other 
two members to be chosen 
from 


time to time tci serve temporarily in 
arbitrating a particular 
dispute.

THE announcement by Great Britain that no part of the install-

rnent on its war debt due the United Stales June 15 would 


be paid was to have been expected. 


The Johnson act specifically provided that any nation fail- 


ing- io make payment in full would be regarded as in 
default. 


Under this .provision, (he British government would have had to 
make full payment of the 526 1,79 1,01 1.68 due in order to es- 
cape being branded as a defaulter. 
A token payment, such as 


it had made on two previous occasions, would have been of no 
help to it. 


The fact (hat it is (he first time Great Britain ever defaulted 


on a debt ?ives (he matter a (ouch of extraordinary interest. 
De- 


faults, however, are not regarded today in the way they formerly 
were. 
Defaults by nations, corporations and individuals have 


become too common in recent years. 
It is in this light that Eng- 


lishmen, proud of their nation's record in meeting its financial 
.tobligatiors probably will regard its first default. 


The British government evidently takes the view that the 


default is only technical. 
This is indicated by the explanation 


that payment is deferred until "it becomes possible (o discuss an 
ultimate settlement of inter-governmental war debts with a rea- 
sonable prospect of agreement." 
But this does not offer great 


hope that such a settlement eventually will be made.

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BRITAIN IN DEFAULT 


T 


HE announcement by Great Britain that no part of the install- 


ment on Us war debt due the United States June -15 would 


be paid was lo have been expected. 


The Johnson act specifically provided that any nation fail- 


ing- to make payment in full would be regarded as in 
default. 


Under this provision, the British government would have had lo 
make full payment of the $261,791,011.68 due in order to es- 
cape being branded as a defaulter. 
A token payment, such as 


it had made on two previous occasions, would have been of no 
help to it. 


The fact that it is the first time Great Britain ever defaulted 


on a debt gives the matter a touch of extraordinary interest. De- 
faults, however, are not regarded today in the way they formerly 
•were. 
Defaults by nations, corporations and individuals have 


become too common in recent years. 
It is in this light that Eng- 


lishmen, proud of their nation's record in meeting its financial 
;obligations probably will regard its first default. 


The British government evidently takes the view that the 


default is^only technical. 
This is indicated by the explanation 


that payment is deferred until "it becomes possible to discuss an 
ultimate settlement of inter-governmental war debts with a rea- 
sonable prospect of agreement."

His assertion that the United States is the leader in the move 


lor more war will not be taken seriously. 
As was said of Macaulay, he 


has his own heightened way of putting things. 
He has mixed up the 


activities of the munition makers with the naval building program. 


It should tae apparent to the meanest intelligence that this is not a 


belligerent gesture. 
The United States led the way at the Washing- 


ton Conference in establishing by treaty a naval ratio, expressly designed 
to forestall the race in armaments which the Senator dreads. 
We are 


now belatedly bringing up our Navy to treaty strength. 


The work is highly necessary. 
Not only are the existing ships fewer 


in number than we need, but many of them are, or are becoming, ob- 
solete. 
Providing for national defense is a. very different thing from a 


race in armaments. 
The naval.treaty of London fixed the ratio as re- 


gards Great Britain, the United States and Japan at 5-5-3. 
If there Is 


to be a race Japan will begin it by insisting on equality, which means a 
navy capable of dominating the Pacific. 


Preparations for war are expensive as 'Senator Nye points out. But 


until something effective is done to reduce armaments all around they 
will have to be continued. 
The United States is prepared to go as far as 


any nation in reducing them. 
But it can not safely act alone. 
The 


Senator's argument might be adressed to Hitler, who is more than any 
other one man responsible for the nervous fear of attack which keeps up 
armaments to the highest level. 


SMALL CROPS 


In former years information that the farmers had harvested big crops 


of wheat, cotton, corn, and other staples, was the best kind of news. The 
sun of prosperity was considered to be running high when these great 
harvests were gathered in. 
The nation rejoiced over the bounty of 


nature, people began to spend more money, and an impulse of new pros- 
perity was felt in every village. 


But today, what a contrast exists! 
We are now told that the crops 


have been more seriously damaged than at any time for the past 50 years. 
And yet this is in a way considered good news. 
The more the crops 


fall off, the higher the prices of stocks and bonds go, and the more con- 
fidence the country feels. 


It sometimes seems as if the whole nation had been stood on its head, 


as if we were living In a kind of Topsy-Turvy country. 
It seems like 


the tale of "Alice in Wonderland!', where everything is opposite to what 
you might expect. 


It Is not conceivable that a succession of poor crops could be con- 


sidered a helpful development. 
But at a time when the farms have 


been producing more than the country is able to buy, and when great 
surpluses have been carried over from previous years, it is not so strange 
that a poor crop for one year will be helpful in bringing about more nor- 
mal conditions. 


It Is said that people eat Just as much in hard times, but this is doubt- 


ful. 
Innumerable families have bought food recently as sparingly 
as 


they could. 
When the mills and shops run on full time, the family that 


ate but meagerly, will have good square meals again. 
The crops will 


move to the consumer as they used to. 
But if the farmers form the 


habit of producing more than the market can buy, they will be headed for 
permanent insolvency.

getting angle, life is just one depres­ 
sion after another to them. 
The 
barriers they must scale in order to 
secure employment are higher than 
they should be, because with so 
many able-bodied in the market for 
jobs, the tendency is to push the 
physically handicapped back and 
down and out. 
This is in spite of the fact that 
many of the physically handicapped 
are skilled in crafts they followed 
before their accidents or which they 
mastered after their accidents. Very 
often the misfortune which cost a 
man a foot or a hand has been the | 
spark that has fired him to do a 
job as well or better than it is done! 
by the more fortunate. 
Before a man or woman is rejected 
because of physical disability, it I 
ought to be remembered that some 
of the very greatest of our citizens 
have had to overcome physical can- 
dicaps. 
I need only speak of President 
Franklin Roosevelt. And how many 
people knew that Theodore Roose­ 
velt was handicapped in early life 
by a delicate body and later in life 
by the loss of one eye? Think also 
of Charles P. Steinmetz and Thomas 
Edison, electrical wizards. One was 
a hunchback and the other deaf. 
I would like to ask the employers 
of Pennsylvania if they are doing 
their full share in earmarking new 
positions as they arise which men 
and women with physical handicaps 
can well fill. 
In present employment programs 
are employers giving preference to 
the former employe injured in their 
service in those instances where he 
is now able to do a good day’s work 
either at his old trade or in a new 
capactiy? 
It is better for the worker, for the 
employer, for our whole social struc­ 
ture, and, in the long run, better for 
employers’ pocketbooks, to rehabili­ 
tate, so far as humanly possible, the 
injured and the handicapped and to 
assist them to a normal livelihood 
rather than to permit one misfor­ 
tune to penalize them permanently. 
The Pennsylvania state govern­ 
ment is doing its very best to help 
the physically disabled. 
The first congress to convene in 
the Roosevelt administration passed 
the Wagner-Peyser act which pro­ 
vided for further federal aid to the 
states in their employment activities 
for disabled persons. 
Pennsylvania 
was first among all the states to 
enlarge its work in this field. 
The Department of Labor and In ­ 
dustry through its bureaus of reha­ 
bilitation and of employment, has 
within the past five months placed 
in jobs over 3,100 physically disabled 
me:i and women of varying ages and 
industrial backgrounds. 
No other 
state in the Union has even ap­ 
proached this accomplishment. 
Insofar as the law and the public 
finances permit, the department not 
only has secured jobs wherever pos­ 
sible for the disabled but it has 
trained—and is training today—dis 
abled men and wromen in many in 
dustrial and commercial trades and 
vocations so as to fit them to get 
jobs and to hold them. 
Both of these bureaus practice in 
matters of employment the same in 
dustrial 
relations 
principles 
that 
they ask the employing interests of 
the commonwealth themselves to 
subscribe to. They employ in sub­ 
stantially all of their district offices 
physically handicapped persons to 
do work which they can do as well 
as the physically normal. 
One of the tragedies of the pres­ 
ent situation affecting the disabled 
worker is that in far too many cases 
his former employer is no longer in 
business. 
With conditions improv­ 
ing in his particular line, he has no 
old firm to call him back. He is the 
truly orphaned worker. Those plants 
that have survived the debacle can 
make a worthy contribution to the 
cause by employing some of these 
capable workers who have no place 
to go. 
We are all rightly interested in 
the 10,000,000 physically fit workers 
who have been unemployed the past 
few years. Why not an equal or a 
greater interest 1n the physically 
handicapped, the great majority of 
them, as things are now, are always 
jobless?

State is ideal for successful hatch- 
ing of the eggs by the parent fish, 
and natural stocking 
plus 
heavy 


planting of fingerling bass, 
both 


large mouth and small mouth, by 
the Commission should assure fine 
fishing for this great game fish. 


When water conditions are high 


and carrying a heavy content of 
silt and mud, the bass crop must 
invariably suffer. After the eggs have 
been deposited and the 
male is 


standing guard over the 
nest, 
it 


quickly becomes discouraged if the 
water is muddy. Silt often settles 
over the eggs, smothering them. The 
reverse applies when the water is 
low and clear, for then 
the male 


bass Is uninterrupted in its vigil over 


the nest, the eggs are kept free from 
sediment by the constant fanning 
of the nest by the parent fish, and 
the young are carefully protected 
until large enough to leave the nest 
to forage for themselves. 


Recent warm weather should also 


have a beneficial effect on this year's 
bass crop. As the water temperature 
rises, countless tiny aquatic organ- 
isms such as the 
cyclops develop 


and are the first food taken through 
the mouth by the 
baby fish. An 


abundance of natural food, minnows 
and forage fishes, has been reported 
in most bass waters. This fact is 
of primary importance, for it has 
been found that the supply of bass 
and other game fish is generally in 
direct proportion to the supply of 
natural food in a given stream. 


Bass fishing, perhaps the .most 


popular sport on Pennsylvania in- 
land waters, has been constantly 
improving during the past few years.
